UTILITIES BOARD 
OBTAINS EVIDENCE 
IN JUTNEY BATTLE 


Both Men and Women 
Act as Inspectors 
Riding in Cabs. 


HUNDREDS CARRIED 
DURING RUSH HOURS 


Drivers and Officials Develop 
Strategy; Former Keep Off 
Regular “Routes.” 


The jitney service conflict between 
the owners Of Diamond taxicabs and 
the Public Utilities Commission yester- 
day developed into a battle of wits. 
Strategy, instead of force, has been in- 
voked on both sides, 

As scheduled, 100 cabs hauled morn- 
ing rush-hour passengers at 10 cents, 
as they will continue to do each day. 
Several hundred persons patronized 
them. Among the patrons, in fact the 
first to use the cabs, were seven em- 
ployes of the commission detailed as 
investigators despite the announcement 
of John W. Childress, chairman of the 
commission, that he would have no in- 
vestigators out. 

Each of the seven stenographers, typ- 
ists, bookkeepers and what not made 
notes of the number of the license 
plates of the cabs in which he or she 
rode, the chauffeur’s name, the time 
and place of leaving and the time and 
place of arrival. Each also carefully 
recorded the sum pald for the ride—10 
cents. 

Commission Ponders Case. 

Upon arrival at the office each clerk 
wrote a report containing these facts 
to be field away as evidence. Then 
the commission met and pondered the 
case. 

Decision was reached to adhere to 
the policy adopted Wednesday not to 
oppose the cabmen with policemen; 
not to make wholesale arrests or, in 
fact, any arrests at all. 

Then upon legal advice the commis- 
sion ordered its attorney, Corporation 
Counsel W. W. Bride, to write a letter 
to each of the seven chauffeurs “spot- 
ted” by the seven clerks, citing him to 
appear before the commission to show 
cause why he had become an operator 
of a public utility without due process 
of law; that is, without asking permis- 
sion of the commission. 

The taxi drivers say, through thelr 
representative, Harry C. Déavis, gen- 
eral manager of the Independent Taxi- 
cab Owners Association, that they will 
pay no attention to the summons. 

Nevertheless the letters will be writ- 
ten and the commission will wait for 
a time to be appeared before and shown 
cause. What happens after that will 
depend upon circumstances. 

Expect Drivers to Be Awed.

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CARRANZA ON RETURN 
FLIGHT TO MEXICO 


Aviator Expects to Make His 
Southward Voyage in 
27 Hours. 


Rooesvelt Field, N. Y., July 12 (A.P.). 
Capt. Emilio Carranza, Mexico’s good- 
will flier, took off tonight for a return 
flight to Mexico City. 

He expected to reach his destination 
in 27 hours. 

The Mexican made a secret take-off 
at 7:18 p. m. and only three mechanics 
were on the field when his ship took 
the air after a run of about half a 
mile down the runway. The plane rose 
easily with 390 gallons of fuel, one of 
the heaviest loads a ship has carried 
along the historic Roosevelt Field run- 
way. 

Carranza said .he would head for 
Washington, circle over the city and 
then steer a compass course for the 
Mexican capital. It was not thought 
likely his plane would be seen over 
Washington, since it carries no lights. 

His estimated flying time of 27 hours 

would bring him to his destination 
after nightfall, but he said he expected 
no trouble in flying by night over 
Mexico, for he “knows the country like 
a book.” 
Capt. Carranza flew from Mexico to 
Washingtoh last June, but was forced 
down once on the trip by engine 
trouble.

TWO ARE 21 YEARS OLD) 


Eddyville, Ky., July 12 (A.P.).—Seven 
condemned murderers saw what prob- 
ably, was their last sunset through the 
bars of their death cells tn the State 
penitentiary here tonight. 

Shortly after midnight, in the small 
morning hours of Friday the thirteenth, 
will begin the procession to the elec- 
tric chair that will mark the State's 
punishment to seven who took the lives 
of others. 

Gov. Flem D. Sampson this after- 
noon refused to grant clemency to any 
of the men. His action left only an 
eleventh hour habeas corpus suit in 
behalf of Orlando (Red) Seymour, one 
of the condemned men, standing in 
the way of the State’s plans for a 
septuple execution. 

Seymour, who is 21, was convicted of 
the murder of William Sohanzenbacher, 
coal yard operator, when he resisted ar- 
rest. The others who are to dle are: 

Charles Mitra, native of St. Louts, 
who was convicted of the killing of 
Marion A George, grocer, during @ 
holdup. 

Rascue Dockery, 21, convicted of the 
slaying of Mrs. Bradley Howard in Har- 
lan County. 

Milford Lawson) 36, convicted in 
Whitley County for the murder of John 
Stansbury. 

James Howard, negro, convicted in 
Jefferson County for killing Lucy Buck- 
ner, negro woman, 

Clarence McQueen, negro, convicted 
in Harrison County for killing George 
Craig, negro.

BODY BROUGHT TO CITY 


John Richaréson Whiting, 22 years 
old, topographic engineer of the United 
States Geological 


Survey, residing at 


5816 Chevy Chase parkway, was drowned 


late Wednesday night in the Blue Ridzce 
swimming pool near Ivy, Va., according 
to advices received here last night. 

Whiting entered the water about 10 
o’clock accompanied by John Penrose, 
jr., of Philadelphia, and two young wo- 
men, according to reports, and shortly 
thereafter was missed by his friends, 
who were unable to locate his body 
until after midnight. 

According to his grandfather, Dr. 
Dorsey M. McPherson, for many years 
a practicing physician of Washington, 
with whom th? young man made his 
home, Whiting was an expert swimmer 
of remarkable vitality and strength, and 
but recently was found to be in perfect 
physical condition when examined by 
Government doctors and his grand- 
father. 

Dr. McPherson, therefore, discredited 
reports that his grandson had suffered 
a heart attack, but was unable to 
ascribe a cause of the tragedy. 

Whiting was born in Washington, and 
was a member of an old local family 
His father was for many years a topo+ 
graphical photographer in the Navy 
Department, and his great-grandfather 
was Commodore Whitir., of the United 
States Navy. 

In addition to his grandfather, he is 
survived by his mother, Mrs. Verde 
McPherson Herring, and a younger bro-

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BOXING MATCH SCREENED 
WITH TELEVISION DEVICE 


Forecasts Day When Set 
Owners Can Tune In and 
see al Events. 


FIRST SUNLIGHT IS USED 


New York, July 12 (A.P.).—The day 
when radio owners will be able to tune 
in on sporting events and other hap- 
penings of interest in any part of the 
country and see them, instead of mere- 
ly hearing an announcer’s description. 
has moved one step closer 

The Bell Telephone laboratories to- 
day demonstrated their improved sun- 
light television apparatus, which shows 
several full-length figures as they move 
about an area roughly the size of a 
boxing ring. Previously television had 
been restricted to recording no mofe 
than a head and shoulders. 

A man served tennis balls, drove a 
golf ball, boxed with a companion and 
went through other motions on the 
laboratories’ roof, and on another floor 
every action was shown in perfect de- 
tail on a screen about 2 inches by 3. 

The television images were as clear 
as the average movie and were marred 
only by an appearance of being under 
a paper-thin’ sheet of water moving 
Slowly across the picture. This defect 
engineers attributed to thte fact that 
the electric eye of thte televisor scans 
its fleld through holes in a revolving 
disc. Increase in the number of these 
holes, or adjustment of their position. 
they believed, would eliminate the trou- 
ble. 

The new. televisor makes use of suao- 
light in picking up the image it trans- 
ports, instead of the powerful beam of 
artificial light previously used, which 
had to be so strong that it was uncom- 
fortable to the subjects of the experi- 
ment. An improved photoelectric cell 
far more sensitive than those used be- 
fore made operation by sunlight pos- 
sible. 

Whether the improved apparatus 
could operate with Klieg lights such 4s 
the movies use for night events has not 
been tried out, but engineers today saw 
no difficulty in the way of such an 
adaptation. 

Bell laboratories officials declined to 
make any prediction as to the future 
developments or applications of the in- 
vention, but acknowledged that the de- 
velopments demonstrated today illus- 
trated the continued interest of their 
engineers in television as something 
worth working on. 

The new televisor, which is identical 
with the company’s previous models ex- 
cept for changes in the transmitter 
which permit the use of sunlight and 
so of reproducing a larger field, was de- 
veloped by Dr. Frank Gray and Dr. Her- 
bert E. Ives, of the Bell laboratories.

Rome, July 12 (A.P.).—The Citta di 
Milano sent a radio message tonight 
saying that at 9 p. m. the Russian ice 
breaker Krassin had taken aboard the 
Viglieri group of refugees from Nobile’s 
airship, the Italia. An official ane 
nouncement of the rescue was made. 

The task of the Krassin was lightened 
by the fact that the Citta di Milano 
had been able to restore radio contact 
with the refugees. After the Krassin 
had reported its rescue earlier today 
of Capts. Zappi and Mariano, word 
came from the tent party near Foyn 
Island, giving their latest position. The 
exact latitude and longitude were at 
once transmitted to the Krassin and 
the captain of that vessel responded 
that he was driving his ship toward 
the castaways. 

In the brief announcement that 
came concerning the Krassin’s success 
there was no description of the exact 
manner in which the rescue was ef- 
fected, nor was there any word as t 
the condition of the men. The official 
announcement, however, paid tribute 
} to the manner in which the crew of the 
big Soviet ship had handled their craft 
throughout the searching expedition. 


Try New Rescue Today, 

Moscow, July 12 (A.P.).— The iceé- 
breaker Krassin at 3 p. m. today ree 
ported that as she passed the scene of 
the Italia disaster she saw a number 
of men signaling, and she replied that 
she would pick them up on her fe 
turn from the camp of the Viglieri 
group.

CAPITAL HEAT WAVE 
TEMPERED BY RAINS 


Mercury Goes Above 89 as 
Weather. Bureau Awaits 
Wind Shift for Relief. 


A late afternoon rain, which contin- 
ued intermittently well into the night, 
yesterday brought relief from the heat 
wave that has enveloped Washington 
for the past week, and with a forecast 
of variable winds, becoming northerly 
today, a break in the heat wave ap- 
peared to be in the offing. 


Although the Weathér Bureau's late 
forecast indicated little change in tem- 
perature—which reached its peak of 
8914 degrees at 2 o’clock yesterday, as 
compared with a maximum of 93 de- 
grees Wednesday—hope was entertained 
that Canadian breezes, which Weather 
Bureau officials have contended were 
needed to more than temporarily break 
the heat wave, would today find their 
way to Washington. Today and to- 
morrow will be mostly cloudy, the late 
forecast states, with light and gentle 
shifting winds, and little change in 
temperature. 

Before the relief brought by the rain, 
one person—Mrs. Hazel Conners, 17 
years old, of Alexandria, Va.—was over- 
come by the heat yesterday in Phil- 
ipsborn's, 608 Eleventh street northwest, 
where she is employed. Physicians in 
the Emergency Hospital ambulance re- 
sponded to the call and, after reviv- 
ing her, took her to the hospital.

Election Machinery Makes 


Victory Impossible, He Tells 
Third-Party Leaders. 


CHARGES THAT SPECIAL 


PRIVILEGE HOLDS REINS 


Declares Both Major Parties 


Agreed to Silence on Real 
Issue of Campaign. 


(Associated Press.) 


Senator Norris, of Nebraska, declined 
yesterday to accept the nomination for 
President given him Wednesday night 
by the Farmer-Labor party at its Chi- 
cago convention. He rejected the pre- 
sentation in a long statement in which 
he criticized the presidential election 
machinery and continued his attack 
on “the power trust.’ 

The senator declared his refusal was 
not to indicate that he was out of 
Sympathy with those who are opposed 
to the presidential nominees of the 
major political parties Instead, he said, 
the “antiquated and illogical system of 
electing a President made it practically 
impossible for the people to elect any 
one who has not been nominated by 
one of the dominant political parties.” 

Much of the statement concerned 
what he called “the power trust” and 
the senator also arraigned both the 
Republican and Democratic parties for 
remaining ‘ ‘as silent as the grave upon 
the subject.” He described the ques- 
tion as of paramount importance, and 
charged that the “power trust” was 
sufficiently strong to prevent action on 
the Muscle Shoals and Boulder Dam 
projects. 

Denounces Speciai Privilege. 

“When special privilege controls ma- 
chinery of both of these political or- 
ganizations.” he declared, “the people 
are helpless except to express a choice 
between two evils.’ 

“This system,’ he added, “must con- 
tinue to grow even worse until the 
people become sufficiently aroused to 
demand that they have a direct voice 
and vote in the election of a Chief 
Magistrate. 

“We lack one of the essential ele- 
ments of a real democracy when we de- 
prive the citizens of our country of 
the right to vote directly for the Presi- 
dent. * * * There is no way under 
our system by which the people, who 
are supposed to be sovereign, can ex- 
press their choice in a _ presidential 
contest 

“They vote for presidential electors, 
and to run an independent candidate 
for President, or to organize a new po- 
litical party in a presidential contest 
it is necessary to organize and select 
hundreds of presideutial electors from 
the various States of the Union, and 
when this difficult and expensive proc- 
ess is performed, still the 
the presidential candidate can not ap- 
pear upon the official ballot.” 


Charges Monopoly Rules. 


Senator Norris asked what the peo- 
ple would say if they were not per- 
mitted to vote directly for governor, 
and declared that until the electoral 
college was abolished there could be 
no practical way “for the citizens to 
have a voice in the election of their 
own ruler.” 

“We are confronved in this campaign 
with a practical demonstration of the 
power of monopoly,” the statement 
continued. “It was sufficiently power- 
ful to compel both of the great po- 
litical parties to remain silent upon 
the great fundamental political issue 
now before the country for solution.” 

That issue, the senator asserted, had 
been raised by what he called. the 
power trust, and described as “the 


greatest monopoly that has ever been 
ingenuity of

“Its emissaries,” he said, “went from 
that convention to Houston and com- 
pelled that great political organization 
in its platform to remain silent on 
this, the most importat question now 
before ths American people. 

“There are indications now that the 
leaders of these great political parties 
have entered into a gentlemen’s agree- 
ment by which nothing shall be said 
or done in the campaign to_ interfere 
with the continued grip and control 
of this trust, and that any one who 
violates any such understanding shall 
be denounced as a mud slinger, as 4 
Bolshevik and as an all-around enemy 
of civilized society. 

“This trust was sufficiently powerful 
to prevent a President of the United 
States from signing the Muscle Shoals 
bill and through the expenditure of 
millions of dollars, among other things, 
it has so far prevented any action 
upon the Boulder Dam project.” 


Sees Laugh By Trust 


Asserting that money which “the 
power trust” had raised for propaganda 
purposes had “been wrung from the 
people in exorbitant charges,” the sen- 
ator declared “the trust” would “laugh 
with fiendish glee while the people are 
deluded and worked into excitement 
over artificial issues in the presidential 
campaign with the honest idea that 
they are saving the country from ruin. 

“The power question is by far the 
paramount issue,” he concluded, “and 
yet the dominant parties are as silent 
as the grave upon the subject. About 
the only practical thing that the peo- 
ple can do in this campaign is to 


elect as many progressives as possible 


to the Senate and the House of Rep- 
resentatives, where they can carry on, 
as they have in the past, an uphill and 
one-sided fight to retain, for the benefit 
of the people, the natural God-given 
resources of the country.”

Louis Refuses to 
Grant Relief. 


St. Louis, July 12 (A.P.).—A special 
three-judge Federal court later today 
denied an injunction sought by North 
Carolina and Georgia shippers against 
new freight rates ordered by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to become 
effective July 14. As a result the new 
schedule of rates, affecting various 
commodities in the Eastern and South- 
western sections of the country, de- 
signed to equalize inconsistencies in 
old schedules, will go into effect Satur- 
day. The court, composed of District 
Judges Faris and Davis, of St. Louis, 
and Circuit Judge Cotteral, of Okla- 
homa City, heard evidence here this 
week. Judge Faris announced from the 
bench that Judge Cotteral’s opinion 
was that the whole matter was one for 
adjustment by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and that he felt 
there was no remedy for the plaintiffs 
except by appeal to that body.

NAVY FLIERS ESTABLISH 
LOADED SEAPLANE MARK 


Gorton and Reber Break Dis- 
tance and Endurance Rec- 
ords at Philadelphia. 


AVERAGE SPEED 83 MILES 


Piloting a usefully logded flying boat 
over @ distance of 2,150 kilometers for 
16 hours 80 minytes and 51.4 seconds, 
Lieut. Adolphus W. Gorton, U. S. N., 
end Boatswain Earl LZ. Reber, U. 5. N., 
yesterday established what is believed 
to be a world’s distance and duration 
record for usefully loaded seaplanes at 
Philadelphia, the Navy Department was 
advised. 

Lieut. Gorton and Boatswain Reber 
landed the plane—the PN-12 flying 
boat of the Naval Aircraft Factory at 
Philadelphia—yesterday morning at 
7:38 o'clock. It is believed that the 
fliers established records carrying loads 
of 2,000, 1,000 and 500 kilograms, and 
their accomplishment exceeds the 
former 1,000-kilogram record by a dis- 
tance of 150 kilometers. 

Throughout the long flight, the pilots 
whigzed through the air at an average 
speed of 83 miles an hour. The course 
covered in the flight was approximately 
1,350 miles. 

Both Lieut. Gorton and Boatswain 
Reber are expert fliers. Lieut. Gorton 
won the Curtiss Marine Trophy at the 
Detroit air races last October as a mem- 
ber of the Navy's flying team. 

Lieut. Gorton was born at Paw- 
tucket, R. I., on January 29, 1897. 
After a year’s study at rtmouth Col- 
lege, he jJeft in March, 1917, to enlist 
in the French Ambulance Corps, with 
which he served until America’s entrv 
‘into the World War. He then joined 
During his 
Lieut. Gorton was sta- 
tioned at the Naval Air Station, Ana- 
costia, in 1922 and from there he went 
to the Philadelphia station. 

Boatswain Reber is 36 years old and 
is a veteran of 17 years’ service in the 
Navy. He entered the aviation branch 
in December, 1916, and trained at Pen- 
sacola, Fla.. and Hampton Roads, V4, 
He was a member of the Navy's team in 
the International Air Races at St. Louis, 
Mo., in 1923. In one of the speed races 
at that meet, Reber was soaring 40 vic- 
tory, having maintained a higher rate 
of speed than any other contestants 
in the first lap of the contest, when his

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GERMANY NOTE 
AEEIVED, AGREES 
TO KELLOGS PACT 


Acting Foreign Minister Schu- 
. bert Announces Readiness 
to Sign Treaty, 


FRANCE ALSO TO JOIN, 
CLAUDEL, HERE, SAYS 


Washington Knows Nothing of 
What Great Britain 
Intends to Do, 


(Associated Press.) 
Germany's unqualified acceptance of 
the revised draft of the American 
multilateral] treaty for the renuncia- 


tion of war was communicated to Sec- 
retary Kellogg yesterday in a brief note 
signed by Acting Foreign Minister 
Schubert in Berlin. It announces Ger- 
raany’s readiness to sign the pact 
forthwith in the form in which it was 
submitted to 14 countries by Mr. Kel- 
logg on June 23. The German ac- 
ceptance is the first to be received. 
Secretary Kellogg is awaiting ans- 
wers from the other 13 nations, includ- 
ing Great Britain and France, who 
would be the original signatories of the 
antiwar pact under the American pro- 
gram which developed out of the ex- 


changes with the Paris government 
during the last 12 months. 

Germany likewise was the first of 
the four nations originall: invited into 
the negotiations to signify her readi- 
ness to conclude a pact in accordance 
with the United States’ proposal. 

“The German government has ex- 
amined with the greatest care the con- 
tents of the note (June 23), and the 
revised draft of the pact which was 
enclosed,” said the reply. “The gov- 
ernment Is pleased that the standpoint 
of the Government of the Ugited States 
ol America as set forth in the note cor- 
responds with the fundamental Ger- 
man conception as it was comimnunl- 
cated in the note of April 27, 1928 (the 
original proposal). The German gov- 
ernment also agreed to the changes ! 
the preamble of the draft of the pact 

Ready to Sign Pact, 


“It is therefore pleased to be able to 
State that it takes cognizance of the 
Statements made by the Government 
of the United States of America con- 
tained in your excellency’s note of June 
23, that it agrees to the interpretation 
which is given therein to the provi- 


is accordingly ready to sign this pact 
in the form now proposed.” 

The German reference is to Secretary 
Kellogg's explanation in the note of 
June 23 that the revised preamble of 
the treaty “gives express recognition” 
to the principle that if a signatory state 
makes war in violation of the treaty, 
the other treaty powers are released 
automatically from obligations to that 
state; that it makes war in violation of 
the Locarno treaties also a violation of 
the new treaty, and further that the 
right of self-defense would not be 
jeopardized by the multilateral treaty.

Smith for this unsound 
theory of economics rules out the equalization 
fee. There was never anything else to the 
MeNary-Haugen bill than the fee. Supporters 
of the bill scrapped everything in an effort 
to have the fee principle enacted into legisla- 
tion. With it removed from the picture there 
ought to be no reason why sane and sound 
farm relief legisJation can not be framed. 

Neither of the nominees has as yet taken a 
definite position on the farm question. Gov. 
Smith’s announcement that, if elected, he will 
call a conference to draft legislation indicates 
a willingness to meet the question. Secretary 
Hoover has promised in his speech of accep- 
tance to deal “fully” with the matter. Lie 
may have even more concrete ideas in mind 
than his Democratic rival. In that event it is 
entirely probable that Gov. Smith will amplify 
his position in greater detail. 

One thing which the candidates and the rest 
of the country have a right to expect is that 
tliere shall be greater unanimity of opinion 
among the agricultural elements than there 
has ever’ been in the past. If there is to be 
farm relief legislation it should be drawn to 
meet the wishes of the actual farmer and not 
the noisy element which ‘‘farms the farmer.” 
There has, heretofore, been utter lack of agree- 
ment as to what constituted the farm prob- 
lem. <A score or more organizations have at- 
tempted to speak for the farmer. They have 
been united only in their desire to raid the 
Treasury. Many of those who supported the 
McNary-Haugen bill did so on the theory 
that it was better than nothing. There has 
been, through all of this agitation, a large in- 
articulate mass which has never been heard 
from. The real farmer has been too busy in 
hig fields or among his herds to join in the 
clamor. 

The sentiments of the men actually engaged 
in agriculture are those that Secretary Hoover 
and Gov. Smith should strive to obtain. They 
would do well to disregard entirely the howls 
of those who “farm the farmer.” The profes- 
sional agitator will never be satisfied. The 
passage of farm legislation will not do away 
with him. He will search around immediately 
for some other issue which he may capitalize 
for his own profit. He may, in fact, be count- 
ed upon to oppose a sane solution of agricul- 
ture’s troubles for fear that the farmers then 
would no longer listen to his harangues. fRe- 
lief for the farmer and not the parasites who 
live off him should be the obective of both 
parties. 


“JITNEY” TAXICABS. 


At 8 o’clock yesterday morning the Inde- 
pendent Taxicab Owners Association inaugu- 
yated the much-discussed 10-cent fare service 
between specified hack stands and Government 
structures. According to reports some 100 
cab drivers participated in the first morning’s 
runs. Although the association had announced 
that fully 2,000 passengers would make use of 
the service as soon as it was inaugurated not 
more than 500 entered the cabs. The asso- 
ciation, however, says that it is not disap- 
pointed. The public has not yet come to 
realize the advantages of the service being 
offered, it asserts, but as soon as word gets 
around that it is possible to ride to work ina 
taxi cab for a 10-cent fare there will be created 
great demand for the service. 

The situation that has been created between 
operators of the Diamond Cabs and the Public 
Utilities Commission is involved. The law 
under which the “common carrier” status of 
taxicabs is defined is not clear. The commis- 
sion, acting upon advice of counsel, demanded 
gome days ago that petitions be filed by the 
faxicab men requesting permission to under- 
take such service. The association, however, 
has assumed the position that the operation 
of taxicabs upon 10-cent fare routes does not 
constitute them “common carriers.” The 
‘service was inaugurated in the face of the 
opposition of the commission.

PRESSURE ON SPECULATING. 


Another engagement in the war which gov- 
ernment authorities are making upon the 
speculative trend of the stock market has 
been fought. The increase in the discount 
rate of the Chicago Federal Reserve Bank 
was reflected by a recession in prices on the 
New York market more severe than any in 
over a decade. The public was not affected. 
The trading in the market for the past week 
or two has been largely professional so that 
the most recent drop did not involve many 
persons outside the speculative element which 
deals in securities daily. 

The present situation presents a curious 
contradiction. Ordinarily the upward move- 
ment of money rates would indicate a tighten- 
ing of credit. The Federal Reserve rediscount 
rate has not been as high as 5 per cent since 
postwar days when deflation was in progress. 
There are, however, no indications of a lack 
of credit. The Government, which is respon- 
sible for the increased rediscount rates, found 
uo difficulty in getting more money than it 
wanted when ap offering was made of 3% per 
cent 15-year bonds. This could not have hap- 
pened if there had been any actual 
funds available.

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JUSTIFYING JONAH. 

Although the story of Jonah has been treated 
very generally as a literary hoax that found 
embalmment in the Scriptures, it is certainly 
not so regarded by many who are both com- 
petent in opinion and careful of their infor- 
mation. As the narrative says nothing about 
a whale but ties up the occurrence with a 
great fish, the matter of accrediting the story 
is simplified out of the objection that the for- 
mation of the mouth of a whale does not ad- 
mit of the creature being successfully turned 
into a passenger vehicle. Photographs were 
made of a sea monster cast up dead upon the 
Florida coast, so big that a man could stand 
up within its jaws and still leave several feet 
of altitude uncared for. 

Credulity is a very serviceable frame of mind 
at times, as the thing about which centers the 
most doubt is the thing which often turns out 
to be literal fact. This, doubtless, was the 
spirit in which Mr. Wilson, an alumnus of 
Oxford and clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land, undertook a fresh study of the Jonah 
story, with the result that he has revamped 
the old narrative of James Barley, a mariner 
of the whaler Star, who was swallowed by a 
whale back in 1891, and a similar story from 
the Boston Post of 1771. Whatever the merits 
of the story of Jonah from the point of view 
of the whale, it stands out as one of the most 
important ‘human narratives drawn from the 
Old Testament, as shown by the fact that 
among the carvings of one of the chapels of 
the Washington Cathedral, the story of Jonah 
is to be provided for, because it furnished 
the founder of Christianity a theme for one 
of his most searching sermons. There are 
matters which pass wholly beyond their liter- 
ality for their importance and the story of 
Jonah is one such, even if everybody shall! not 
be as satisfied, as is Mr. Wilson, with the 
results of his investigations into whether »¢ not 
a man could actually go through the marine 
experience of the prophet of Nineveh and 
survive to tell the tale. 


SOUTH AMERICAN AIRWAYS. 


The Rohrbach Metal Airplane Works, of 
Germany, has completed one of the giant fly- 
ing yachts with which it is expected that 
transoceanic flying will be safe and commer- 
cially practicable. Three similar machines are 
receiving final inspection at the present time. 
The completed yacht has been placed aboard 
a boat for shipment to the Baltic Sea where 
it will be put through a series of exhaustive 
tests, including bringing it down upon the 
surface of the water in the worst storms and. 
letting the waves toss it about for several 
days, the crew remaining aboard. After the 
sea and airworthiness of the plane have been 
satisfactorily established, it will be put in regu- 
lar transatlantic service between Germany and 
Buenos Aires. . 

In the meantime officials of Pan-American 
Alrways, fne., have made public tentative plans 
for the establishment of what is said to be the 
largest system of international air lines in the 
_world carrying passengers and mail. Pan- 
American Airways was awarded the contract 
recently for carrying United States mail be- 
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1929, over a 1, '640-mile route, with planes op- 
erating in both directions daily. Stops will 
be made in sayen Central American republics. 
Pan-American Airways will assemble a fleet 
of 31 ships for operation over the route. 

The race for the capture of South American 
air traffic ison. In the contract awarded Pan- 
American Airways the right was reserved to 
extend the initial route to include Guatemala 
City and San Salvador, and also to extend it 
around the northern coast of South America 
to British and Dutch Guiana. I[t seems prob- 
able that these extensions will be made in 
short order, and that as this route gets upon 
a paying basis there will be laid plans for 
further extension of American air dines south- 
ward. The German flying yachts are no idle 
threat. They will have a cruising radius of 
2,500 miles at a speed of 150 miles an hour, 
carrying 12 passengers and several tons of 
mail and freight. The ships are expected to 
be thoroughly seaworthy. They are the first 
flying boats to have a regular keel and the 
hull is divided into six watertight compart- 
ments any three of which have sufficient buoy- 
ancy to.support the entire ship.

Price of Wheat. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In 
the issue of The Post of July 12 I read 
what purports to be “another verbal 
blast” by Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
against Herbert Hoover, charging him 
with fixing wheat prices during the 
war by “arbitrary and brutal” misuse 
of power to the detriment of the Amer- 
ican farmer. This tis not the first time

We dislike, of course, to cast any 
aspersions On our own Washington bu- 
reau. We are sure it took its usual 
trouble to make sure that it had the 
facts reliable and accurate. Yet we do 
not believe this story. What would an 
infantry regiment, living a life of ease 
in Tientsin, China, want with 22 lan- 
guages, asks the New York World? Tne 
very idea is preposterous. If it were a 
machine-guy battalion now, everything 
would be different. For a machine-gun 
battalion when it goes on march, uses 
mules; and when mules figure in mili- 
tary operations language ts absolutely 
necessary. We should say that a ma- 
chine-gun battalion, moving along with 
100 mules pulling its equipment, would 
find 22 languages a very meager allot- 
ment. Fifty language Ss would be more 
like it, but even then there would come

diet. Reduction is purely and simply 
a process of breaking down and using 
up the excess fat accumulations; and it 
is astonishing what a little exercise 
that will start the perspiration, if in- 
dulged in regularly, will do to help 
along the good work. 

Some letters that I have received in- 
dicate that some women who have gone 
in for reduction by diet have become 
discouraged because, even in the warm 
weather, loss of excess weight has been 
slower than it was when the regime of 
diet was started. ; 

This is natural. During the first 
four to six weeks, when the body has 
been denied its fat-building food, fat 
breaks down and disappears rapidly and 
the body adjusts itself. Weight be- 
comes more stable, even though it may 
remain above the normal for height and 
age. From here on, the problem is one 
of adherence to habits of eating and 
drinking that are certain, in the long 
run, to substitute sound, useful tissue 
for the useless fat. 

I give below a few good reducing 
menus for the summer months. But 
the reader must bear in mind that no

Breakfast: (1) Raw or stewed fruit: 

toast, one cup of hot water or coffee 
without cream and sugar. (2) Grape- 
fruit or orange juice, one slice of 
gluten bread, one cup of weak, un- 
sweetened tea. 
r Buncheon: (1) One poached egg on 
toast, beet salad, one baked apple. (2) 
One broiled lamb chop, peas, endive 
salad, French dressing. (3) Sweet- 
breads, string beans, apple and raisin 
salad. 

Dinner: (1) Clear soup, a small por- 
tion of fresh mackerel, a small portion 
of pease, tomato and lettuce salad, ber- 
ries, unsweetened tea. (2) Chicken pat- 
ty, spinach, beet salad, sliced pineapple. 
(3) Lean beefsteak, asparagus tips on 
toast, peaches. (4) One broiled lamb 
chop, carrots and peas or spinach, 
stewed rhubarb, one slice of whole- 
wheat bread, tea without cream or 
sugar. 

Eight or ten glasses of water a day 
should be* taken between meals, but 
none at all with meals.

Twenty Issues Touch New 
Lows as Money Stiffens 
Further. 


CLOSE IS FAIRLY STEADY 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, July 12.-—The stock mar- 
ket was unsettled throughout today’s 
@éssion, early weakness being followed 
by alternating periods of strength and 
depression, but the general trend al- 
Ways was downward, only about 40 
stocks finishing in the plus column 
Selling was not quite as aggressive as 
im yesterday’s session. nor were the 


losses as heavy, as a rule. Net losses 
ranged from fractions to about 10 
points and included stocks from prac- 
tically every group on the list. Twenty 
stocks touched new lows for the year 
or more. The day’s turnover was ap- 
proximately 2,600,000 shares 

While there were some news develop- 
ments that under ordinary circum- 
stances might have influenced buying 
or selling of stocks, the traders today 
were giving heed to nothing but the 
credit situation. Call money renewed 
et 7 per cent, and moved up to 7% 
and then to 8 per cent, while time 
money was so much firmer that all 
transactions occurred at 6 per cent 
This was the first day, except at the 
time of the wild rush up to 10 per 
cent. that call money has loaned as 
high as 8 per cent since 1920 The 
banks called about $15,000,000 in loans 
during the day.

Curb Review 


New York, July 12.—(A.P.)—Prices 
on the New York curb market today 
continued to yield to selling pressure 
inspired by the stiffening of money 
rates. Pools, threatened with a short- 
age of loanable funds, stepped aside 
from their favorites or else dumped 
them on the market, forcing numerous 
recessions of 1 to 5 points in the active 
issues, and from 6 to 35 points in a few 
specialties. Trading was only moderate 
in volume. 

Tubize Silk broke 35 points to 500 
on odd lot transactions, which contrasts 
with the recent high of 630 and the 
year's low of 450. Deere & Co., GOs- 
sard Co., Merchant Stores, Pines Winter 
Front, Sanitary Groceries, {nd Singer

points, disclosing a marked absence of 
nearby bids for those stocks.

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DISTRICT COAL RATE 
CONTEST TO BE LED 
BY U.S, GOVERNMENT 


Will Call on Interstate Com- 
merce Body to Suspend 
Proposed Increase. 


MIGHT DRIVE SOUTH’S 
TONNAGE OFF MARKET 


City’s Trade Bodies and Op- 
erators to Outline Plans at 
Meeting Here Today. 


The United States Government will 
take the lead in opposing the imminent 
29-cent increase in the freight rate on 
soft coal coming into Washington from 
the New River fields of Virginia, West 
Virginia and Kentucky, it was learned 
yesterday. 


Within the next few days, an attor- | 


ney for the Government will call upon 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to suspend the proposed increase. Gov- 
ernment departments and institutions 


use a large proportion of the coal sent 


here from the New River fields. 

This morning, in the Racquet Club, 
representatives of the local trade bodies 
will meet with S. C. Higgins, of the 
New River Coal Operators Association, 
and decide what should be done to 
forestall the freight rate increase. 

Heretofore the freight rate on most 
of the coal sent here from the New 
River region has been $2.84 a ton. But 
unless the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission orders a suspension, the rate 
beginning August 10 will be $3.13 a ton. 


Filed by Three Lines. 


The new tariff of $3.13 a ton has been 
filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission by three lines—the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio, the Norfolk & Western 
and the Virginian, all of which haul 
coal from the territory. 

It is presumed that the difference of 
29 cents a ton will be passed on to the 
consumer. But there is another possi- 
bility that seems even more serious to 
coal men. There are some who fear 
that the Pennsylvania producers will 
take advantage of the situation to boost 
the price on coal they send here. 

The 29-cent increase would be ap- 
plied to about 400,000 tons of coal from 
the New River region—that is, provided 
the higher freight charge did not cut 
down the shipment from that region. 
The producers there declare that the 
new rate will “ruin” them. 

Of the 400,000 tons that would be ex- 
pected to come here this year, Govern- 
ment departments and _ institutions 
would use about 260,000 tons. The re- 
maining 140,000 tons would be used by 
industrial plants, hotels, apartment 
houses and large residences. 


Brought by Complaints. 


The ,genesis of the freight 
is to be found in a complaint made 
December 28, 1927 to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission by the Potomac 
Electric Power Co. and two coal firms, 
John P. Agnew & Co., Inc., and Fadeley 
& Co. 

Through Attorney C. R. Marshall, the 
power company complained that the 
New River coal delivered to it near its 
plant at Benning carried a freight 
charge of $3.13 a ton, while the same 
coal delivered in the yards of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad in Southwest Wash- 
ington carried a freight charge of only 
$2.84 a ton. 

It was brough‘ out that the freight 
rate on coal delivered at Benning was 
$3.13, while the rate on coal which 
was hauled from the Maury Dove yards 
on the Pennsylvania tracks to the com- 
pany’s plant at Fourteenth and B 
streets was only $2.84. 

L. E. Sinclair, general superintendent 
of the power company, testified that 
coal was the biggest factor entering 
into the cost of producing power. In 
1926 he said 246,000 tons of coal was 
used, and the 29-cent differential on 
this amount totaled $70,000. 

Contending that the disparity in 
rates was “unduly discriminatory and 
prejudicial,” attorneys for the power 


ee asked that the rates be equal- 
ized.

Firms Compelled to Pay. 


Representatives of Agnew & Co. and 
Fadeley & Co. explained that they also 
had to pay the $3.13 rate because their 
yards were on ‘he tracks of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad. 

The coal firms which have their yards 
on the Pennsylvania tracks, they said, 
enjoyed the $2.84 rate, and the result 
was that they themselves had to ab- 
sorb the 29-cent differential in order 
to meet the competition. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio and the oth- 
er two roads do not have tracks lead- 
ing into Washington, but have agree- 
ments with the Baltimore & Ohio and 
the Pennsylvania whereby their freight 
cars come into the city over the tracks 
of these larger lines. 

Judging from the transcript in the 
case, the Potomac Electric Power Co.., 
and the two dealers hoped that the 
interstate Commerce Commission would 
settle the argument by ordering a gen- 
eral freight rate of $2.84. 

Last December, however, the commis- 
sion ordered the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
the Virginian and the Norfolk & West- 
ern to cease “practicing the undue 
prejudice” that had been complained 


of, and gave them until July 16 to take 
action. 


Others Foot Difference. 


The railroads took action two days 
ago by sending in announcements that 
the freight rate on all New River coal 
hauled by them to Washington would 
be $3.13 a ton. Thus, while the Po- 
tomac Electric Power Co., and the two 
aforementioned dealers will be on a 
parity with all other dealers here, the 
Government and the consumer will 
have to foot the difference. 

The conference in the Racquet Club 
this morning was called upon the re- 
quest of S. C. Higgins, of the New River 
Coal Operators Association.

3,825 members during the ten-year pe- 
tiod from 1916 to 1926, according to 
statistics issyed by the Department of 
Commerce yesterday. Membership in 
1926 totaled 16,910, as compared with 
13,085 in 1916. 

The seven reporting Methodist Epis- 
copal Churches South of the District 
increased their membership 3,640 dur- 

the same period, bringing their 
up to 6,306, as compared with 
2,666 in 1916. 

The total expenditures during 1926 
of the 40 Methodist Episcopal churches 
| was $829,277. while those of the 7 Meth- 
, odist Episcopal South were $195,364. 
The valuation of 38 of the edifices of 
the former denomination was reported 
as $2,175,200, and that of the 7 latter 
at $1,045,000.

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MONOPOLY OF WIRELESS 
FIELD CHARGED IN BRIEF 


E. L. Smith Files Allegations 
With Federal Trade Com- 
mission for Action. 


BIG CONCERNS ACCUSED 


(Associated Press.) 

A brief declaring that the Radio 
Corporation of America, the General 
Electric Co., and a half dozen other 
concerns “have divided among them- 
selves the entire field of wireless” was 
filed yesterday by Edward L. Smith, 
counsel for the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, with the commission, asking 
it to deny a motion brought by the 
concerns to dismiss a charge of 
monopoly. 

The counsel for the companies wili 
have 30 days in which to make an 
answer. The Smith brief declared that 
the companies which also include the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co., 
the Westinghouse and International 
Companies, the Western Electric, the 
American Marconi and the United Fruit 
Company had entered into an agree- 
ment for the cross licensing of radia 
patents which was characterized “as 
a subterfuge for illegal restraint and 
monopolization.” 

The Radio Corporation was declared 
in the brief to have “defamed its 
competitors’ goods” and to have cut off 
from its list of jobbers “those selling 
goods of other manufacturers.” 

The corporation also was said to 
have “used its financial power to pre- 
vent new capital being supplied to a 
competitor,” and also to have used its 
power to prevent consummation of a 
financial agreement between the gov- 
ernment of China and a competitor. 

In reply to a contention that the 
charge should have been based upon 
alleged violation of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act rather than the Federal 
Trade Commission Act, the brief de- 
Clared that the commission had the 
power through the patent agreement 
to order the concerns to “desist” from 
alleged illegal restraint of trade
